| * trade, and armed themſelues foz the warre: ſome others haue ſecretly ſtollen 
>= &7\k N out of obſcure places, with apzetence in theſe troubleſome tymes, that are 
—— ſeen aſwell eaſtward bet wixt the kingdome ol Denmake and Sweden, and 
their adherentes,as weſtwarde in the dominions offraunce, both lamentable to behold, to ſerue on the 
Seas either on the on part oz the other, and pet indeede haue at length directed themlelues from all lefull 
ſerutce of warres, to lpue as pirats,robbing and ſpoplyng all maner ofhoneſt marchauntes of euery nation 
without difference, whom they are able to ſubdue. Foz remedy whereof, although her Maieſtie hath of 
late tyme geuen certapne ſtrayt oꝛders thzough all her poztes,that no maner of perſons other then knowen 
marchauntcs, ſboulde be ſuffered to ſell 02 diſtribute any maner of wares oz marchaundiſes in any her 
poztes, no: that any within her RKealme ſbould vittaple oʒ otherwiſe relieue any maner of perſon any wiſe 
to be ſuſpected of piracie. et now vpon theſe new complaintes, her Maieſtie finding that thereby hath 
followedno ſuch full remedy as was looked fo2: foꝛ that purpoſe her Maieſtie hath thought meet to deuiſe 
and publiſh by her pꝛoclamation ſome further ckectuall remedy. And therefoze doth ſtraytly charge and 
command all maner her ſubiects, to fozbeare from ayding oz receauing of any pirate, oz any perſon hauing 
not lefull aucthozitie from her Maieſtie, 02 not being a knowen marchaunt , by contractyng, bying, ſel⸗ 
lyng oꝛ exchaungyng,o2 by vittaylying of them oz any of their company, whereby they oz any of them 
chalbe the moze enhabled to returne to the Seas to commit any piracie oz diſoꝛder, vpon payne foz ſo do⸗ 
ing to be puniſhed pzeſently,as the pꝛincipall offendours and pirates ought to be. And furthermoze, whoſo- 
euer ſhal H:reafter arme oz pꝛepare any vellel to theſea,ercept it beſuch as ſbal by her Maieſties auctozity, 
be ſpecially appointed to kepe the Seas, as her Maieſtie now is occaſioned to do fox ſome other reſpects, oz 
ſuch as ſhall haue ex pꝛeſſe licence and permiſſion by her Maieſtie: the ſame ſhall geue knowledge tothe of- 
ficers of the poztes of their whole furniture, who ſhall duely ſearch and vilite the lame. to the intent to tay 
ſuch perſons as apparauntly chalbe ſo furniſhed foz the warres, and not foz marchaundiſe oz fiſhing, And 
ifthere ſhalbe any maner of ſuſpitition,that the ſaid perſon though he ſbal pzetende to trade foz marchaun- 
diſe,o: fiſhing, hath oz may haue any intent by his pꝛouiſions oꝛ furniture, otherwiſe then to vile the trade 
of marchaundite, oꝛ filbtng: that in ſuch caſe ot ſuſpition. the officers of the pozts ſhall ſtap, and no wiſe ſuf- 
fer the lame to paſſe to the Seas, wit hout good bands by ſufficient lureties firſt had, to ble nothing but a le, 
ful trade of Marchaundite oz filbing. And if the officers ſball ſuffer any perſon otherwiſe to repaire to the 
Seas then aboue is mentioned, they ſball not onely aunt were foz any piracies which any ſuch perſon ſhall 
chaunce thereafter to do vpon the Dea: but ſhall ſuffer impꝛiſonment vntill the offenders may bee appꝛe⸗ 
hended,if they thall be liuing. And generally her Maieſtie declareth and d:nounceth all ſuch pirates and 
rouers vpon the Seas to be outok her pꝛotection, and lefully to be by any perſon taken, puniched, and ſup- 
p2eſled with extremitie.
